Groundulet grounding strap is for bonding together a number of conduits with a 
continuous length of bonding strap and without soldered joints. The strap and 
fastening device is of the same character as that used on type GCE Groundulet, and 
therefore, a perfect fit is obtained on any size pipe, conduit, or electrode. Additional 
lengths of strap may be installed by simply clamping the end of the new length in the 
last contact. This strap may also be used for especially long straps for type GCE 
Groundulet listed on page 22. 

^ The strap clamp consists of an upper pull plate, PP, and a lower pull plate shown 
m Fig. 1, together with two 3^" x \li" hex head cap screws. In applying the strap, 
it is merely necessary to pass it around the conduit and bring the ends together with 
the pull plates. It is not necessary to cut the strap, which may be continued from one 
conduit to the next, so that no soldered connections are required.

Wedgtite pipe hangers are quickly and easily installed, as only a few blows of a hammer are necessary. They 
used with any '[V beam, channel, or other structural shape having a lower flange )^ to ^ inch thick (see below). 

Wedgtite pipe hangers consist of two pieces: a hook and a wedge, which is provided with saw teeth so that vibration 
will not cause it to loosen. The wedge is interchangeable with all types and sizes of hooks. 

Types CHP and CHR are made for all sizes of pipe from }^ to 2 inches, inclusive. One end hooks under the pipe and 
the other end hooks oyer the flange of the structural shape. The end that hooks over the flange has a groove into which 
the wedge is driven, tightly drawing the pipe against the flange, and securely holding it in position. 

Type CHU is wedged to the flange independently of the pipe or group of pipes which it is to support, A bolt is used 
for suspendmg the pipe or group of pipes, the head of the bolt resting securely in a pocket in the body of the hanger. This 
pocket takes the head of a 3^-inch bolt. The bolt can be inserted after the hanger has been secured to the flange. 

Type CHA consists of a type CHU hanger and a bracket to carry two or three porcelain knobs for the wires. The 
bracket is attached to the CHU hanger with a bolt and nut. The bolt can be loosened and the bracket turned to accommo- 
date wires running either parallel with or at right angles to the structural shape. Three holes are drilled and tapped in the 
bracket for each location of porcelain knob so that a machine screw suitable for the size of knob to be used may be selected 
These holes are tapped 10-24, ^e'-lS, and 5^' -16, respectively. 

Thickness of Flange: The thickness as measured about ^ to 1 inch from the edge may be 3^ to J/^ inch if the pipe is 
clamped directly against the under side of the flange. If a coupUng is so placed as to hold the pipe away from the flange, 
the thickness of the coupling should be subtracted from the above maximum dimension {}4 inch). 

When wedge CHW2 is used instead of CHWl, the flange may he li to ^ inch thick instead of }4 to J4 inch. 

Wedgtite pipe hangers are regularly furnished with wedge CHWl. If specified on the order, they will be furnished 
with wedge CHW2 at the same list price. The hanger is made of malleable iron, and the wedge is of tempered steel.

GROUNDING 

The 1928 National Electrical Code requires that in 
industrial establishments, portable devices having exposed 
metal parts, such as a metal frame or casing, shall be 
equipped with a cord containing an additional or safety 
circuit conductor; shall be equipped with polarized 
attachment plug; shall have the safety circuit conductor 
connected to the frame or casing of the appliance and to 
the safety circuit contact of the plug; and shall have the 
safety circuit contact of the receptacle adequately grounded. 
Arktite plugs and receptacles are made in two styles: 
Style 1 is for use under ordinary conditions, where the plug 
sleeve and receptacle housing may serve as part of the 
safety circuit; Style 2 is for use where conditions exist 
favorable to corrosion, either at the receptacle or along the 
conduit between the receptacle and the point of grounding. 
Style 1 plugs and receptacles are not provided with an 
extra pole for the grounding or safety circuit conductor, 
because the plug sleeve and receptacle housing serve as the 
grounding pole. Provision is made for connecting the 
safety circuit wire to the handle of the plug. If flexible 
armor is used for the safety circuit conductor, plugs with 
cable grip only should be used. The safety circuit is then 
completed from the frame or casing of the portable device 
through the safety circuit wire or flexible armor to the plug 
handle, thence through the natural contact of the plug 
handle with the plug receptacle housing to the conduit 
system. The contact between the plug handle and the 
plug receptacle housing is made more eflFective than it 
otherwise would be by the detent springs. 

Style 2 plugs and receptacles have an extra pole for the 
grounding or safety circuit conductor. This pole is made 
extra long so that contact between the plug and receptacle 
is made first and broken last on this safety circuit contact. 
By this means any possibihty is avoided of the portable 
device or plug handle being momentarily alive, due to 
arcing on the live contacts when the circuit is broken. The 
safety circuit contact in the plug is bonded to the plug 
handle. That in the receptacle is bonded to the receptacle 
housing or Condulet. 

The safety circuit may be completed from the frame or 
casing of the portable device, through the extra (safety 
circuit) wire of the cable, to the safety circuit contact in the 
plug, to the corresponding safety circuit contact in the 
receptacle; thence (1) through the conduit system, which 
must then be considered as a grounding conductor and be 
made up accordingly; or (2) through a separate copper con- 
ductor extending back to an adequate ground connection ; 
or (3) through a separate conductor in parallel with the con- 
duit system. The latter methods (2) or (3) are necessary if 
conditions exist favorable to corrosion of the conduit. 

Style 1 plugs fit only Style 1 receptacles. Style 2 plugs 
fit only Style 2 receptacles. 

Note : Previous to 1928, some Style 1 plugs and recep- 
tacles had been supplied with a long extra pole for the safety 
circuit conductor similar to Style 2, and sold under the 
regular Style 1 catalog number followed by the special 
designation "S6." 

If necessary to add to an installation of these "S6' * devices, 
select the proper Style 2 catalog number from this catalog, 
and add **S6." It would be just as well also to add a note 

**Tofit S6 receptacles (or plugs) previously installed,'* 

inserting the catalog number originally ordered if possible.

Portable electrical apparatus is commonly supplied with electric power from a plug receptacle source of current. The 
usual method, especially for small devices, is to attach a portable cord or cable permanently to the portable device. At the 
other end, the cable terminates in a plug that can be inserted in a receptacle. 

In the case of portable apparatus taking large current the portable cable becomes large, and any reasonable length 
permanently attached becomes difficult and awkward to handle. 

This difficulty may be overcome by making up the cable in suitable lengths separately from the portable apparatus.

Portable electrical apparatus is commonly supplied with electric power from a plug receptacle source of current. The 
usual method, especially for small devices, is to attach a portable cord or cable permanently to the portable device. At the 
other end, the cable terminates in a plug that can be inserted in the receptacle. 

In the case of portable apparatus taking large current the portable cable becomes large, and any reasonable length 
permanently attached becomes difficult and awkward to handle. 

This difficulty may be overcome by making up the cable in suitable lengths separately from the portable apparatus. 
There are two methods of doing this. 

By one method (as illustrated on this page) the cable lengths are made up with a plug at one end and a receptacle-type 
connector at the other end. A plug is mounted on the portable apparatus to which this connector can be attached. A rigid 
conduit type of plug may be used on the end of a short conduit nipple; or a plug with a short length of cable may be used. 
Sometimes this plug is supported on the portable apparatus by a chain or similar means to take the cable strain and allow 
the plug to align itself with the pull. 

When two or more cable lengths are used, the receptacle-type connector of each cable receives the plug of the next, 
except that of the last cable receives the plug mounted on the portable apparatus. No live plug contact fingers can be 
exposed by disconnecting the cable at any point. 

Type BRC receptacles for cable connectors are useful for making up such extension cables. Cables made up with a plug 
at one end and a type BRM receptacle for cable connector at the other end, can be used with portable apparatus having a 
plug mounted directly on the machine as well as for an extension cable. Provision is made for a safety circuit wire in the 
cable, which can be connected to the metal housing of the receptacle at one end and to the safety circuit terminal in the plug 
at the other end. TiT»m 

Since each cable requires both a plug and a receptacle, the connectors are listed complete. Each type BRC connector 
consists of a receptacle similar to type BRM and a corresponding type BP watertight plug, f

SAFETY CIRCUIT WIRE 



Portable electrical apparatus is commonly supplied with electric power from a plug receptacle source of current. The 
usual method, especially for smajl devices, is to attach a portable cord or cable permanently to the portable device. At the 
other end, the cable terminates in a plug that can be inserted in the receptacle. 

In the case of portable apparatus taking large current the portable cable becomes large, and any reasonable length 
permanently attached becomes difficult and awkward to handle. 

This difficulty may be overcome by making up the cable in suitable lengths separately from the portable apparatus. 
There are two methods of doing this. 

One method is illustrated and described on page 115; by the other method (as illustrated on this page) the cable lengths 
are made up with a plug at each end, and a receptacle mounted on the portable apparatus similar to the receptacle supplying 
the current. When the apparatus is used within the length of one cable from the supply receptacle, one end of the cable is 
plugged into the receptacle on the apparatus, and the other end into the supply receptacle. When the apparatus is used at a 
greater distance from the supply receptacle, two or more cables must be used. Since the plug on one cable will not engage 
the plug on another, an intermediate double receptacle connector is needed (see BR2 and BR3 Usted below). If 3-pole 
plugs are used at each end of each cable, and the phase rotation is clockwise when looking into the open end of the plug at 
one end of the cable, the phase rotation should be counter-clockwise when looking into the open end of the plug at the other 
end of the cable. In other words, if the phase rotation in the clockwise direction at one end is A-B-C, at the other end it 
should be A-C-B. Otherwise, 3 -phase motors will run in one direction if one or any odd number of cables are used, and in 
the reverse direction if two or any even number of cables are used.

The importance of the signal system in a mine can hardly be overestimated, for upon it largely depends the output and 
often the lives of the miners. The conditions are so severe, and reliabiUty so essential that only the very best construction 
should be considered. 

A type FFM Condulet is a distributing center for mine signal circuits. It is of very substantial watertight construction 
and is provided with a receptacle so that a lamp can be used to heat the interior, thus preventing the collection of moisture 
within the Condulet due to condensation. Openings are provided for lead-covered conductors. The conductors are held 
in place by wooden wedges and the openings made watertight by use of a suitable compound. A cast feraloy door is 
provided with a tubular gasket cemented into a groove. Flat gaskets are provided with the hub plates and for the glass 
roundel in the door.

The fixture stem cannot 
turn or twist in the joint in such a manner as to injure the wires or connections. 

The cushion fixture hanger differs from the ball fixture hanger in that it is provided 
with a spring which carries the weight of the fixture and absorbs any shocks due to 
vibration or other causes.

BATTERY CHARGING CONDULETS— UG SERIES

These Condulets are especially for storage battery charging outlets in railroad terminals and coach yards. 

It is not modern practice to use pole lines in this class of work; therefore, wires should be run in conduit either under- 
ground or on the surface. This type of installation requires that the outlets be mechanically and electrically well made so 
as to withstand hard usage and abuse. 

Condulets of the UG series are made in several styles to meet various conditions and are furnished with one or two 
receptacles. It is the usual practice to place double receptacle Condulets between every other track, thus leaving the 
alternate spaces between tracks free from obstruction. , 

Receptacle housings are provided with eyebolts and wing nuts. If a BPFIOO, BPFAIOO, or BPFD200 plug is used, 
the wing nuts engage the forked lugs on the plug handle and secure the plug in position so that the plug and cable connected 
to it will not be dragged away when the car is moved. 

The receptacles furnished with these housings are of two types : rectangular and round. The round receptacle will 
take the present M. C. B. standard charging plug. 

A spring door closes the receptacle opening when the plug is removed. On the double receptacle Condulets and 
housings, removable gasketed doors can be substituted if it is desired to have the Condulet watertight at all times. 

Types UGEL and UGEM Condulets with base plates are for mounting on hollow concrete pedestals. Anchor bolts 
are set in the pedestal when the concrete is poured.

Condulet pedestals are made in two styles: threaded and not threaded. 

The not-threaded style fits the outside of a 'Condulet hub and provides a rigid 
support for the Condulet. The conduit passes up through the floor and is threaded 
directly into the Condulet hub, being concealed within the pedestal. Two headless 
set screws secure the Condulet hub firmly to the pedestal. 

The threaded style furnishes a rigid support with threaded hub for the feeder 
conduit which comes through the floor. The feeder conduit threads into the lower 
hub inside the pedestal. The upper hub of the pedestal may be used to take a connector 
such as types CGB, CGD, or CGE with flexible conduit or armored cable for 
connection to the control switch Condulet mounted on the frame of the machine, 
or the upper hub of the pedestal may be used to take a threaded stem of conduit for 
independent support of a control switch Condulet at a convenient height from the 
floor. 

The flange of the Condulet pedestal, either style, has four holes for fastemng bolts 
or screws.

The projectors illustrated on this page are of the long range type — for spotlight, searchlight, and floodlighting service 
where a restricted area must be lighted from a distance. These projectors are furnished with accurate parabolic glass 
reflectors so designed as to project narrow beams of high candle power. Concentrated filament lamps, designed for spotlight 
or searchlight service, are used. 

To obtain the best results with an incandescent searchlight, low voltage lamps are recommended. The 900-watt, 
30- volt, T-20 bulb lamp, is particularly recommended where the searchlight is used intermittently. On account of the short 
life of the lamp it is not recommended for continuous service of long periods. ^ The filament of a low voltage lamp is shorter 
and wound in a smaller space. It usually operates at a higher temperature with greater output and greater brilliancy. The 
narrower beam and higher candlepower obtained, easily warrant the small extra expense of the transformer needed to obtain 
the low voltage.

Airport lighting equipment, manufactured by the Crouse-Hinds Company, includes everything required by airports 
and airways to make night flying safe and dependable. The equipment shown on this and the following pages has been 
especially designed to meet every requirement. Types MSAl and LCE16 projectors for lighting the exterior and the area 
immediately in front of the hangars are illustrated and described on page 266. 

Type DCB24 revolving beacon is built according to specifications of the United States Department of Commerce. The 
entire housing is of cast silicon aluminum alloy. It is designed for operation under the most severe conditions of service 
and is very rugged and dependable. 

Type DCB24 revolving beacon can be furnished with a speed of rotation of either 6 or 2 R. P. M. The 6 R. P. M. 
beacon is generally set at airports, while many beacons installed for advertising purposes rotate at 2 R. P. M. 

The optical system of the beacon consists of a 24-inch diameter, 10-inch focus precision grade parabolic reflector and a 
1000- watt, 1 15 or 30- volt airway beacon lamp in T-20 bulb. These lamps are standard for airway beacon service and have a 
life of 500 hours. Two incandescent lamps, mounted in an automatic lamp-changer, are used. When the main lamp fails, 
the lamp-changer operates and automatically removes it from the focal point of the reflector and places the spare lamp 
in its place. 

The front lens is a one-piece convex, heat-resisting roundel which produces a double beam of light. The main beam, 
consisting of 85% of the reflected light, passes straight through the front lens, but the remaining 15% is bent upward 25 
degrees, thus forming a secondary beam, visible to the pilot after passing over the main beam. 

In the top half of the beacon case there are mounted four lenses, which intercept the direct light of the lamp otherwise 
pocketed by the case and throw a fan-shaped beam of light directly above the beacon. This zenith light enables the pilot 
to locate the beacon when flying directly over it, and is particularly useful in penetrating a low-hanging fog. 

A system of louvers is attached to the door frame, designed to cut off the direct lamp Hght below the horizontal.

InstaUation of Ceiling Projector and Ceiling Height Indicator 
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A well-lighted landing field is of great aid to a pilot in bringing his ship safely to the ground, and the night lighting 
system should be designed with the utmost care to illuminate the landing area properly and to eliminate sharp shadows. 
The top of the beam of light must have a sharp cutoff and should be as nearly as possible parallel to the surface of the landing 
field. The Hghting units should be kept as low as possible to keep all light out of the pilot's eyes, until he has safely grounded 
his ship. 

Unquestionably, the best and most even distribution of light over the entire landing field area is obtained by using a 
large nuniber of projectors distributed on the sides of the field, but often the installation cost of such a system is so high 
the floodlights are located in one or more banks. 

When the field is level, or approximately so, the field floodUghts may be banked at one or two locations, but on fields 
with considerable change in contour the floodlights must be instafled in several banks or distributed around the edges of 
the field to insure correct illumination. 

Fields consisting of landing strips or runways only, either '^L," ''T," or ''X" shaped, are much better and more econom- 
ically iUuminated by means of floodlights distributed along the sides. 

As far as possible, the lighting units should be kept low, approximately six or eight feet to the right center but this 
can only be done on approximately level fields. Often some units must be mounted ten or fifteen feet high in order to clear a 
patch of rolHng ground in the center of the field. Almost every landing field is in itself an illumination problem depending 
upon its size, shape, contour, and available source of power, and must be carefully studied if a good lighting installation is 
to be secured at a reasonable cost. 

No one type of floodlighting is satisfactory for all fields. The Crouse-Hinds Company manufactures several different 
types of floodUghts for airport illumination, the various units having different lighting characteristics to take care of the 
illumination of all kinds of landing fields. The distribution or hght patterns of these units vary to a considerable extent, 
and the selection of the proper unit is essential for an economical installation. 

Type AKP24 landing field floodlight has a beam spread of 180 degrees horizontally and a very narrow beam vertically.

The landing field is outlined with boundary lights spaced from 200 to 300 feet apart, giving the pilot an indication of the 
size and shape of the field.
